Louisville Likely to Have an Eighteen Days’ Meeting 
and Latonia Twenty-Four — Lexington 



The eoniparatlvelj’ small umiil>ei‘ of races at a mile run this year in 1:39 or faster is really surprising. 
It must 1 h.‘ due to si'cretaries not providing enough races at the distance for the l»etter class of horses. 
V. hilc the ranks of our thoroughbreds have lH‘cn appreciably depleted, there yet remain many <*apable of 
iM-ating 1:39 — opiNH-tunity and incentive supplied. Probabl 3 ' Saratoga will furnish some rapidly-run miles. 
I'p to date the records made this jear in 1:39 or better are: 



Lfuiisvllle, Ky.. July 20. — Though nothing definite 
Is knot'll nor will la* known until Matt ,J. Winn re- 
turns from New York early the coming month, it is 
rc|a>rtcd iiiani giaal aiithorit.v that the fall meeting 
<tf the New IxMiisville Jwkey Club will begin on 
Monday. SeptemlM*r 19. the .second day after the 
State Fair closes at Ihmglass I’ark. on Saturday, 
Septeiula*!* 17. The njeeting of last season began at 
t'hiirchiil Downs on Saturday, Scpteinl»er 2T>, six 
days later than the pn>posed o|>ening dates this fall, 
and continued to and including October 9, a period 
of thirlcen racing days. 

According to report the New Louisville Jockej' Club 
will ask the Kentucky State Racing Commission for 
the privilege of racing eighteen days this fall, run- 
ning up to ami iiK'Indiiig Saturday. October S. Man- 
ager John llac'hmeistcr is credited with regarding 
twenty-four days as sutficient for th<* fall meeting at 
the Kenton county track. Under such an arrange- 
ment Latonia could iH'giii aI>out as (*arl 3 ’ as it did 
in IIRIS. when the Louisville fall meeting was hehl 
at Douglass Park and did not oikmi until S«*pteml»cr 
25. Lexington had a fall meeting that season pre- 
ceding I.,oiiisville and there is some talk of the Ken- 
tucky AssiKdation cutting in for a seven-days* meet- 
ing this fall. It is suggested that Le.xington could 
r>pen its nuH'ting on Saturday. September 3. and run 
seven day.s to the 10th. With such a i»r<»gram tin* 
horsemen could then rest during the week of the 
State Fair. 

A numlH*r of turfuK*u interested iu the Kentucky 
As.Ma‘iation track. It Is sahl. are unfavorable to the 
idea of holding a fall meeting there and hold to the 
opinhui that what energy is expeud«*d by that oi-gani- 
zati<Mi should go to making the 1911 siiring nu‘t‘ting 
H miccess. Lexington, witli all the talk of its finan- 
cial profits last spring, only rakcd off something over 
^.(NIO above running expenses, and this is hat'dly U 
fXT cent, on the investment. Will J. Shelley, who 
Mad the meeting in charge, thinks that Ix'xingtoii 
could make more money by holding a ten-days’ lueet- 
Jng, as the attcndaiu'** and the patronage in the 
niiitiiel machine improves daily. 

It is up to the race tracks to have in Kentucky 
this year the greatest fall m«H*lings since the tinn*s 
when the St. Ix*ger stallicHi stakes and similar events 
were run on tin* courses <»f tlie old commonwealth. 
Tin* h(»r.ses to insure brilliant contests are all within 
reaching <listance of these tracks for fall racing and 
the state all around is more prosperous than in a 
p.iimlM*!' of .years. The Kentucky State Racing Uoiii- 
niission stands ready to aid the tracks in what they 
desire in lawful dates, so u|M»n the managem<*nt of 
the <*ourscs rests the resismslbility for the success or 
latinre r»f fall racing in Kentucky. 

The siK*ces>i of the pari-mutuel s.vstem of la*ttiug 
on the Kentucky tracks is giving one contiug«*nt of 
rtcc track folUmers some concern, and that is the 
men who have de|K*nded uikui the sport as a means 
of Iiv*'lih«HMl by acting as clerks in the lK*tting ring. 
Many of these men who drew $10 per day as sluH*t 
and ticket writers for the laiokmakers get <»uly $.5 
|M*r day now in the emph» 3 ' of the rju-ing assis-iations 
and there are more applicants by far than there are 
IKisltlons to lx* fill'-^l. The iMisitions filled by the $5 
men in the o|terati<Mi of the pari-inutnel |mm>1s are 
th»*se that :iiiy man of average intelligenct* could fill, 
and the work is iiidike what iKMikmaking called for. 
which, to acc<»iuplish siicces!«fully. called for ex- 
p«*rlence and re«|uired men of iK*culiar talent and 
abilit.v. 

Of course** the direi*tion of pari-mutuel imkvIs on a 
ra<*e track calls for some high-priceel men. lightning 
calculators. f«>r instance, demanding more salary 
than was paid laxikmakers. bh*e*k men or cashiers iu 
the olden <la.vs. 

What was su|>posed to la* the best of Uol. W, E. 
Applegate ami W. <i, Yanke’s two-year-olds has 
perer raced as yet. mving to a muscular lameness 
which virtually threw him out of training just pri<»r 
to the t'luircbill Downs spring meeting. The colt is 
Ia*o|M»ld. a son of W<K)lsthor|ie and Ijeopoldlna. by 
Princ*e l./«*op(dd. she out of Ixigbtonia. by the Eng- 
lish lH*rby wiiiuer. Favonlus. In early spring Lt*o- 
jMijd wa.s regarded as gtsMl as Dig Ulaim among the 
Yanke two-year olds and even Round the World was 
supiM»s«*<l to have no edge lai this pair. Dig Claim, 
a s'»n of M<*<;«m* and Lm'ille Murphy, by Lord Mur- 
T»hy has not jet mad»* goml on tin* track. 

Aee«»rding to rc|M»rt Miller Hender.Mm has had 
much bad luck with Hie Ili-nderson & Hogan horses 
whicli he took east from Churchill IHiwns soon after 
the spring meeting closed at Churchill Downs. *lt 
Ha*ms his two-year-olds have never entirely reeov«*r»*<l 
from the cmighiug epidemic the.v went through here, 
ainl in the east J. II. Ke-'d has at no time raced up lo 
the g»Mxl f«*rm he showed here in the spring. There 
is some talk that Henderson will ship home at the 
close of the Emidre City meeting, though he may 
ccaielmle to go through Sar:itoga. hoping that at the 
springs .Mime of his horses will round to. Wh»*n in 
training here last spring Albert W«df. Star Dlaze 
an*l Lavender Lad were three juvenih’s in the Hen- 
derson A Hogan b.irn that haikeil like good prospects. 

COMMENT ON EASTERN SITUATION. 

The fact that 1*. J. Dwy«*r is said to be going to 
Ei:ro|M- for a long stay ami that several track ofii- 
ciaJs are reported to have r««*eived a tip that they 
can make outside (*ngagenienls after September 1 
is tin* basis of another story that raeing in this 
state will come to an end on .\ugust 31. It is 
stated, however, that a definite decision will not be 
reached by the track owners until they have had an 
oth**r ^inference at Saratoga. August K(*lmont. 
chaiiuian iJ the Jockey Club, is spending u few 
week.s in Canada, and nothing will lie done, it is 
eahl. until he comes back. 

As to the advisability <if winding up the present 
racing s**ai,on «hi Septetnber 1. it may la* saiil that 
the track owners are about »*<pially divided. Those 
Who -favor a eontiimanee of the s|Kirt according to 
scliednie .say there is iiotldiig t<i fear for the reason 
that the directors <if racing ass«M*iations cannot Im* 
held liable nnles.s there is a eonvietioa for allegtil 
“book making.” a practice whit'h the race tra<*k 
attorneys say has nut existeil since the reiical of 
the Ives isiol law in 1S9.7. — New York Sun.

INTER-MOUNTAIN TRACK RECORDS. 

Racing in thi* intcr-mountain country is taking on 
increased imiKirtancc and is foUowcd with greater 
interest nowadays than formorly. It Is significant, 
that during tin* meeting recently held at Buena Vista 
Park. Salt Lake City, by the Utah Jockey- f’liib, 
new records were created for tin* various distances 
at which races were run with the single exception 
of that for six and one-half fiu'longs made at tlie 
prec«*diiig meeting by La Reine Hlndo«i. The general 
reduction of records came as a natural result of the 
improved class of rac**rs that engaged iu the sport.

Hanbridge Wins Handicap at Sprinting Distance in 
Which Rose Queen Exhibits Marvelous Speed — 
Fitz Herbert After Dominion Handicap. 



New Y'ork, July 20. — Restigooehe sci>red an ex- 
ceedingly easy victory iu the Midsummer Selling 
Stak(*s. as it was exiiected that he would, beiug 
opi)ost*<I only by selling platers. Norbitt. Gliding 
Belle and Pretend were the only ones to start against 
him and at no time in the running was he realljr ex- 
tended. Novelty, another from the Hildreth stable, 
rail one of the smarti*st races shown by a tw’o-y ear- 
old at the meeting when he went three-quarters of 
a mile in l:12g under 120 iiounds to lieat some smart 
youngsters. 

In the sprinting handicap at three-quarters of a 
mile, Hanbridge prov»*d easily best and won with 
plenty to spare from Sir Alvescot and Rose Queen. 
The latter .*»h<iwed marvelous early speed, but after 
racing the first half in 45J1, she quit badly in the 
stretch ami only saved third money. Jack Atkin 
was a starter in this race after a long absence, 
but he had scant speed and was never really a cou- 
tender in any part of the race. 

Perry Jolimson won tiie mile and twenty yards 
race for non-winners at the meeting and at the end 
of the program Noou reiH*ated his recent defeat of 
Question .Mark. 

Jix-key Eddie Dugan W'as at the track today and 
will resume riiling at Saratoga, the stewards decid- 
ing that he has been sufficiently punished by his 
suspenshm. 

Fitz Herbert and Guy Fisher will be shippi'd to 
Fort Erie to start in the Dominion Handicap. Olam- 
bahi will mit make the trip. Twlay Fitz Herb«*rt 
had his final work and went a mile and a quarter 
ill 2:07ii easily. Firestom* worked between $aees 
today a mile iu 1:41^ easily. 



RACINO IN GERMANY.

The Kaiser’s Approval Results in Rapidl^ IgoroMiiB#' 
I Popularity for the Sport. 



Berlin, Germaivy, July 5. — No form of sport baa 
made mon* |>n»gress in Gennany in the last ten years 
than horse raeing. Once it w*as considered immoral 
to attend a race course, ami early in his reign the 
kaiser discouraged raeing among his officers. The 
reasfin was that offict*rs spent too. much money on the 
.*i|>ort and Ixttijig was imhilgtHl in on too Idgh a 
scale. Mon* reeeirtly the kaiser, having imiuceil the 
offie«*rs to lie less extravagant and to moderate their 
lM*tting. lias changiHl his views. He dm's not, as 
King E<lward did and King (U*orge intends to do. 
enter horses at certain meetings on his own ac- 
count, but he permits (Jermany’s' most favored sta- 
ble, the Graditz, to carry his blue and white colors. 

Due of the results of the kais<*r’s patronage has 
lit*<*u to d«*velop a splemlid corps of military riders, 
so tliat twit oven Englami can sIkiw a larger number 
of military liorsemeu than Gejmany. 4^*vcral of 
them have won races iu foreign countries, though 
tht*y are often hindered by the difficulty of getting 
military leave. The lati'st name on the fidl is that 
of I.ieut. Luedkers, w1m> won a big event at Iloiqie- 
garten ami was so nervous that when the kaiser in 
banded liim the priw*. a loving eup, lie let it fall. 

Trainers and professional jo<*k<*ys are for the most 
part Englb^hmen <ir Americans, and the names of 
Jolinson. M’angh. Day. MclVirmick and l>arling are 
wi*Il known in Germany. Tlie jtwkeys now ride in 
the fashion intrtMluced by Tml 5?Ioan, that is. far 
forward, almost on the horse's neck, ami command 
high fiay, far more than a Prussian minister, their 
earnings at times running to $29,000 a year. Among 
professionals riding on- the Gennan turf are Joliun.y 
Keif, Korb, Miller. Bullock, Shaw*, Silencer. Spear 
and 8umtcr. while Wanie. Cleminson and Weather- 
don belong to the older crowd of jockeys. 



PAT DUNNE AND HIS TACK BOX. 

Wlieii Pat Dunne began raeing some eighteen years 
ago. he iHHight a “tack” tiox to use for saddles, 
bridles, botits, blankets and so forth. Mr. l>unne 
got his start in Chicago, and his string minilsTed 
biur. The Dunne barii at the Lmpire City course 
toflay houses the original number, but of e<mrse a 
different lot. However, during Mr. Dunne’s many 
shipments, which found him on virtually every race 
track in this country and Canada, at one time with 
a string of forty-<*ight, the old *‘tack” box was on 
the job and is still doing business at the old stand, 
luiring these years the green and white silks of the 
stalile have attained flu* height *of promiiienee on 
western tracks and on several m*casions cut a big 
tii^ure in hieal raeing plants. A case in instance was 
the winning the SeptemlxT Stakes in 185)0 by Cap- 
tive. a tbree-year-old chestnut eolt by Stratbinon* — 
Bliuk Maria. Requital, considered the eliampion 
tbree-j'ear old eolt of tlie. season, was eoiicediiig 
twenty-five iMiuiids to the Diiiine candidate, but 
nevertlieless, was iMlds-on favorite. Willh* Martin 
(now trainer for the Beverwyik Stable), had the 
mount on Captive. Making goml use of his judg- 
ment of pu<*e and putting up a vigorous finish he 
laiideil tin* purse for Mr. Dunne. The box has not 
lost its magic for furnishing winners— Agility gradu- 
ating from the maiden ranks last Thursilay.
